Texas.—It scems to us that our citizens do not take 
sufficient intercst for their own security, in the difficul- 
ties between Texas and Mexico. As the aspect now 
is, we do not see how a collision between the United 
States and Mexicocan be avoided, supposing the Tex- 
ans to take the course which their interests seem to re- 
quire of them. It scems impossible for them to avoid 
putting the monster Santa Auna to death—and the 
voice of the whole community would concur in a fiat 
so stern but so just. But what then is the effect? The 
Mexicans believe, and it cannot be denied that the citi- 
zens of our nation have given them full cause—they 
believe that nothing has sustained Texas thus far but 
the countenance received from the United Stites, and 
the voluntary assistance rendered to her by numbers of 
our citizens. , ¢ 

Under these circumstances they have threatened to 
put to death all American citizens in certain portions 
of Mexico, the moment that the certainty should be 
made known that their former President had fallen be- 
neath the just revenge of the: Texans. ‘The knowledge 
of this threat and the probability, from appearances, that 
it would be summarily executed upon the consumma- 
tion of the contingency, have been well known—and 
yet no decided expression of opinion has been called 
forth. The Government has not acted with the deci- 
sion which secms to us to be necessary. Indeed, 
throughout the war, we have stood in the situation of a 
neutral, as far as any expression of opinion by govern- 
ment has been concerned, and of a decided partisan as 
far as the real sentiment and action of the citizens have 
influenced the question. We do nut suppose that it is 
the duty of our government to restrain volunteers from 
proceeding to Texas—indecd it may not have the pow- 
er. But as it has silently permitted them so to do, the 
Mexicans undoubtedly consider its course as a tacit ap- 
proval of the cause of Texas, and of necessity actually 
inimical to themselves. 

We fear, as we have said, an injury to American cit- 
izens, and an involvement of the United Statcs in the 

war. That this is an event heartily desired by thou- 
sands among us cannot be doubted—but that mezsures 
should be taken to secure the lives and property of citi- 
zens resident in Mexico, appears to be called for by ev- 
ery feeling of humanity, and honor, aud pride.

Extract of.a letter from Camp Sabine, June 14, 1836.
